About the same time in Washington, CIA and the Department had agreed, 
that (a) the last pre-coup (20 August 1973) 40 Committee authorization 
should be considered inoperative since the situation had been changed 
so radically by the coup; and, (b) any post- coup political action in 
Chile would requi re a new endorsement by the 40 Committee. The cable 
notificati on to t he field on the foregoing ag reement arrived t oo late

Ambass ador then requested that the question of provi ding to
